Albany plans major crackdown on speeders 


ALBANY A ‘‘get 
tough’”’ policy against 
speeders and other traffic 
violators will get teeth with 
the assignment of a veteran 
police officer full-time to is- 
suing tickets. 

The Albany ah Council 
has authorized the kiring 
of_a new officer at about 
$20,000 per year, despite a 
strained budget, freeing a 
senior officer for the new 
traffic job. 

The action, considered for 
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several weeks, was taken 
after a petition was received 
threatening a recall cam- 
paign against ‘‘city offi- 
cials”’ if excessive speeding 
and accidents on Marin Av- 
enue are not reduced. 
Hiring of an additional of- 
ficer was recommended by 
Police Chief James Sim- 
mons, as part of a * 
selective concentrated en- 
forcement program.” 
However, Simmons’ re- 
port mentioned his belief 
that while traffic violations 
in the city are a problem, 
they are‘. . . still not one of 


great proportion.” 

Simmons said Albany has 
the lowest accident rate in 
Alameda County according 
to a CHP report. 

The petition threatening 
recall was signed by 165 
local residents after circu- 
lation by Thomas McQuaid. 

McQuaid’s covering letter 
to the council mentioned 
traffic violations on Marin 
Avenue, from Curtis Street 
north to the city limits, also 
Peralta, Ordway, Ventura, 
Tulare and Sonoma. 

McQuaid’s letter said, **. . 
. Marin Avenue residents 


especially have suffered 
property damage and fi- 
nancial losses due to speed- 
ing vehicles crashing into 
roperly parked cars in 
ront of their homes.” 

The letter said the petition 
was not a criticism of Chief 
Simmons nor the police de- 
partment, and added that 
“high praise”’ is due to local 
officers. 

However, Robert Elliott, 
who circulated another peti- 
tion collecting 300 signa- 
tures, objected to the exon- 
eration of the police de- 
partment. 


Elliott said many of his 
petition signers preferred 
installation of new signals in 
preference to the ticketing 
campaign. 

City Administrator 
James Turner commented 
that signalization of a single 
intersection can run $60,000 
to $80,000 these days. He in- 
dicated that the city is seri- 
ously considering new sig- 
nals for Marin Avenue at 
Masonic Avenue.
